CARDINAL MANNINC. 
The eminent Cardinal Manniug died 
n London, Eng., on the i4th inst. He 


was born in England July 15, 1505, con- 
sequently was in his eighty-fourth year 
of age. 


le wasa ripe scholar, a very 
popular prelate in his Church (Roman 


Catholic), and was respected and honor- 
ed by the leading minds of Great Brit- 


ain. Mis fame was world-wide, for his 
change of Church relations did uot seem 
to work a change in his princely nature. 
He was popular with the poor and those 
struggling against want, because liis nat- 
ural sympathies were democratic. 

The “N. Y. World,” in its issue of the 
15tb, gives a bit of history connected 
with the change from Protestantism to 
the Roman Church by Mr. Manniag 
which is interesting. We condense the 
statement. 

About forty-two years ago the bishop 
of Exeter, England, refused the institu- 
tion of a Mr. Gorman as vicar of an Egg- 
lish parish on the ground thet Gorman 
denied the doctrine tbat spiritual regeo- 
eration was conferred by baptism. An 
appeal was taken to a lower ecclesiastic- 
al tribunal, and the bishop sustained. 
Finally it was carried to the judicia) 
committee of tbe Privy Council of the 
kingdom, and the bishop's decision overt- 
ruled on the pround that Mr. Goruiau's 
doctrine was nol contrary or repugnaut 
to the declared doctrine of the Church of 
England. ! 

This assumption that Her Majesty's 
Ccuncil was the supreme arbiter of what 
is or is not the doctrine of tlie Church 
of England was more than Mr. Manning 
and his co-workers couid stand, and he 
left the Englisb Church and Prostestant- 
ism for Rome and tbe papacy. 

The English Church still has a civil 
head whose Privy Couucil claims the 
power of deciding what is or is not or- 
thodox in matters of religious concetn- 
ment. À very few fly to Rome, but the 
large majority becoming non -conform- 
ists.
